an ordinance which he had prepared. 
[t provided that natural gas should be 
furnished in the city at a rate not to 
exceed 45 cents per 1,000 cubic feet. 
Bond in the sum of $10,000 was 
offered for the faithful performance of 
the work. 
Franchise was to expire 


July, 1809, if woik had not been ba- 
gun by that time. 
Judge Savage, of 


Ashland, representing Mr. Gerner, ad- 
dressed council. He said the company 
which proposed to bring natural gas to 
the city owned 48,000 acres of gas land 
in the neighborhood of Warfield, W. 
Va. 
The supply of natural gas in that 


vicinity seemed 
inexhaustible. The 


men who proposed to bring gas to 
Portsmouth were not speculators but 
capitalists. 
Ashland, Iron ton, Cat- 


lettsburg and Huntington had already 
granted them a franchise on the meat 
liberal terms. No bonus was asked for, 
and the city need not be at one cent 
cost for granting the franchise. 
The 


gas would be used only for heating and 
manufacturing purposes and would not 
come in competition with our local gas 
or eleatriu light company. 


Mr. Dillon wanted to know haw it 


was that Ironton was to get gas for 27 
cents a thousand and Mr. Osborn's 
ordinance provided that we should pay 
45 cents? Judge Savage explained that 
the ordinance provided that no city 
should be charged more than another. 
If Ironton was furnished gas at 27 cents 
Portsmouth would get the same rate. 
Only this: That in the event the sup- 
ply of gas becomes limited the city pay- 
ing the lowest rate will be out off first. 
Judge Savage was willing to make any 
sort of concession if the oity would only 
grant the franchise. 
Mr. Germer said 


it was expected to have gas here by 
next fall, it the franchise was granted. 
Local labor would be employed in lay- 
ing the pipes.

coming home this winter, as the Yukon 
is frozen up and the temperature is 
now below zero. 
I had made up my 


mind to return dn September 5th, bat 
the boats we intended to uome out on 
were unable to return on account of the 
ice. Will return on first spring steamer. 
"I have located a claim and named 


it Montana Creek and expect to make 
a fortune in the spring, as prospects ate 
paying well. 
Our Montana party are^ 


all well and have plenty of provisions, 
which, I am sorry to say, ia more than 
many others can say. 


"It will cost a fortune to live here, 


this winter as provisions are high. J 
paid $130 for 150 pounds of flour and 
an hour afterward could have sold it 
for 8100 a sack. 
It ia now Belling at 


$5 per pound. 
Bacon is $1 par pound 


and miners' oandles 20 pounds for 
$100. 
This will be a winter to be re- 


membered by all Who winter here. My 
advice to all is, don't be too hasty to 
come to Alaska. It is a good country 
for those who have claims, but the 
camp is already overrun with people 
who would give anything to be back 
where they oame^from. 
The hundreds 


Who are coming in now Will suffer, 
unless they bring ample supplies, for 
starvation now Btarea Dawson City in 
the face. 
"The Alaska Commercial company's 


stores are not selling anything but 
clothing, but people who have their 
orders in for winter are all right. Those 
who have no orders in will fare hard. 
The Alaska Commercial company gave 
free transportation to all who wanted 
to go to Fort Ynkon, which ia 850 
miles below Dawson City, where there 
are plenty of provisions. Many went 
and many more will go as Boon aa the 
ice freezes hard enough.1 II ia a bad 
thing for the camp, as it will cause a 
good many men to quit work on ac- 
count of no food and no oandles to see 
to work by. My honest advice to all 
is. unless you have plenty of money to 
bring in here to speculate on or have 
had experience in mining and prospect- 
ing and used to all hardships, stay 
where yon ^are. 
There is a righting 


chance for a poor man to make money 
here, but here are plenty ol idle men 
here now ready to grasp all chances. 


"Alaska is a big country, and Is 


going to be a great gold producer, but, 
as I said before, I'd advise no one to 
come here now.

On this oc- 
casion he had ascended the hill but a 
short distance when the wagou stopped 
and the team was unable to move it. 
One of the oxen had slipped down on 
his knees and could not regain his 
feet. 
The driver began to use the lash 


with great force, and soon had the 
blood streaming down the legs of the 
poor dumb brute. 
Several people had 


gathered around, but none desired to 
chastise him and take the chances of 
getting the whip themselves. ^Presently 
a well-dressed stranger rode np. The 
poor ox was yet on its knees, month 
wide open and tongue out panting 
from heat afc the cruel treatment, while 
the driver continued to apply the whip. 
Suddenly there came from the mouth 
of the dumb brute, in a most agonizing 
tone, the cries:'Ob, Lord ! Oh, Lord! 
Have mercy!' The astonished driver 
dropped his whip, stood tremblingly 
eyeing the animal for a moment, than 
took to his heels, soon followed by 
all, save the stranger, who was an ex- 
pert ventriloquist, and, laughing in 
his sleeve, rode into the nearby village 
and told the story.

^•The provisions of the measure were- 
explained by Mr. Davis, chairman oi 
tie foreign relations committee, who 
said that it was in aid of negotiations 
now pending among -the representa- 
tives of the government of the United 
States, Great Britain, Russia and Ja- 


pan. , 


,Mr. Pcttigrew (S.D.) sharply antag- 


onized the measure, saying that Mils 
country had already suffered 
more 


than enough humiliation on account oi 
die seal 'business, and -that Tie favored 
the settlement of the question by kill- 
ing all of the seals as they appeared at 
the rookeries of the Pribyloff islands 
if by June 1 next Great Britain also 
had not agreed to prohibition of pe- 
lagic scaling. 


He offered an amendment to that ef- 


fect, but it was defeated. The bill was 
passed by a vote of 37 to 14. 


Mr. McBrJde of Oregon endeavored 


fc/secnre the adoption of his, resolution 
instructing the secretary of war to send 
Bupplies to the suffering miners in the 
Klondike region, and appropriating 
$250,000 for that purpose. The resolu- 
tion "was amended so that the supplies 
might be transported by means of rein- 
deer. 


•Jlr. McBride consented finally that 


the resolution should be recommitted 
to the military affairs committee with 
the understanding that it would be 
promptly reported. 


The session closed with a spirited 


civil service debate up'on the bill pre- 
sented by the census committee provid- 
ing for the appointment of the director 
of the census and 32 employes, wfao 
should form the skeleton of an office 
force for the twelfth census. 


In the House. 


Washington, Dec. 16. — The house 


spent the day in the consideration of 
the legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bill. 


Eighty-nine of the 112 pages of the 


bill were covered, and only one amend- 
ment of importance was adopted. 


It reduced the clerical force at the 


pension office 95, involving a reduction 
ja salaries of $115,000. 


The civil service question was the 


chief topic of discussion, and the prop- 
osition of Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Vanderlip to retire clerks for 
age on a pension was made the text for 
denunciation by Mr. Moody of Massa- 
chusetts and Mr. Johnson of Indiana, 
both of whom are defenders of the civil 
service law. 


.Mr. -Moody declared that if civil 


service is to lead to a civil pension list, 
then it ought to 'be wiped out forever. 
The applause which greeted this dec- 
laration indicated that the "barnacle 
act," as it is frequently called, is in 
grave danger of becoming a thiag of 
the past.

Washington, Dec. 16. — Representa- 


tives. John L. Brenaer of Ohio and Wil- 
liam W. Kitchln of North Carolina 
state that they are misrepresented in a 
published poll of congress on the re-

GOLD AND SILVER 


Seem to Have Swapped 1'hices With I?ef- 


cnce to Export. . 


Washington, Dec. 16.—The bureau 


ef statistics gives figures for November, 
Showing that fhe exports of domestic 
uierc'han'dise amounted to 5114,608,301, 
a gain of nearly $7,000,000 as compared 
with the same month last year. 


The imports of merchandise during 


November aggregated $52,352,331, of 
which over 50 per cent was free of 
duty. The gain lor the month in the 
imports of dutiable merchandise was 
over $5,300,000. 


For the last nine months the increase 


in the exports of merchandise was 
$85,901,435. The entire gain in the im- 
ports of merchandise was $68,492,194. 


The exports of gold during Novem- 


ber aggregated ?G99,340, and the im- 
ports $2,505,308. For the nine months 
the imports exceeded the exports by 
about $7,000,000. 


The exports of silver during Novem- 


ber amounted to $4,979,277, and the im- 
ports $1,544,305. For the nine (months 
the exports of silver amounted to $52,- 
551,963, and the imports $11,017,012.

Jeffersonville, Ga., Dec. 16.—While a 


"house party" was in progress at the 
residence of R. L. Califf the citizens of 
that neighborhood were startled by a 
fusillade of pistol shots. 


The screaming of women aroused the 


town and the whole population gather- 
ed about the scene of the shooting, 
when it was discovered that three men 
were lying dead on the parlor floor and 
a woman and a girl fatally shot. 


The parlor was a scene of gaiety, 


young folks dancing and singing alter- 
nately, and amusement was at its 
height when Shaw Griffin, a young man 
under the influence of liquor, became 
too offensive in his manner toward the 
young ladies. 


Mr. Califf remonstrated with him and 


advised him to go home. This enraged 
Griflin, and he drew a pistol and began 
to rave and make threats against his 
host. 
Califf, knowing Griffin to be a 


dangerous man, prepared himself and 
ordered the offender to leave the house. 


This precipitated a fight. Seven shots 


were 
exchanged, 
both 
principals 


dropped dead, and Clarence Jones, a 
young man, was also instantly killed 
the three men falling within a radius 
of a few feet. 


Califf fired three shots, all three tak- 


ing effect, one striking Griffin in the 
right temple and two in the breast. 


Griffin fired four times. One shot en- 


tered Califf's 
breast, killing him in- 


stantly; another struck Clarence Jones 
in the head. 


'Mrs. Califf was shot in the abdomen 


and tier 7-year-old daughter in the 
neck.

banks wiGh a capital of

BANKRUPTCY BILI, 


lias lieeu Agreed Upon by the House 


Judiciary Committee. 


Washington, Dec. 16.—A bankruptcy 


bill has been agreed upon by the house 
judiciary committee and will be report- 
ed as early as possible. 


Chairman Henderson was authorized 


<-to report the senate bill, known as the 
Xelson 'bill, to the :house with all after 
the enacting clause stricken out and 
the Henderson bill as agreed on in- 
serted as an amendment or substitute. 


The bill as drawn provided in effect 


that all liens created by judgment and 
levy or by attachment within four 
months of the adjudications in bank- 
ruptcV Should be void, or, if enforced, 
go for the benefit of the creditors, and 
aiso that all money collected by the en- 
forcement of such a lien should be paid 
over to the trustee when appointed. 


This is modified so that these liffns 


will not be affected unless obtained in 
fraud of the act. The provisions of the 
bill creating offenses 
punishable by 


fine or imprisonment -were also modi- 
fied by making many of such offenses 
cause for refusing -a. discharge in bank- 
ruptcy instead of punishable otherwise.
